V. That the Preſident, the Vice-Preſidents, the 
Treaſurer, or either of them, have Power to ca} 
a General Court at any other time by a Writing 
under their Hands, giving, at leaſt, one Week's 
Notice by a Letter to each Governor, to be ſent 
by the Steward, and an Advertiſement in ſome of 
the Daily Papers; and if the Houſe Committee, 
or Twenty-one Governors, by a Writing under 
their Hands, deſire a General Court, the Preſi- 
dent, Vice-Preſidents, or Treaſurer ſhall call one 
in the like manner. 

VI. That the particular Buſineſs for which any 
E Court is called be expreſſed in the 
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Summons, and firſt entered upon and determined, 
before any thing elſe be propoſed. 

VII. That a Houſe- Committee for tranſacting

that they be good and cheap of the Kind; to order 
any Conveniencies that may from Time to Time 
be wanting; and examine into the Conduct of all 
the Officers, Patients, and Servants, and in caſe 
they ſee ſufficient Cauſe in the Conduct of any 
Officer appointed by a General Court, ſhall be im- 
powered to ſuſpend them or any one of them; 
and that this ſhall not extend to the Phyſicians, 
Surgeons, or Chaplain ; who ſhall not be ſuſpended 
unleſs by the Majority of the thirteen Gentlemen 
choſen on the Houſe-Committee for that Quarter, 
together with ſuch other Governors, who may oc- 
caſionally attend; and to lay the fame with their 
Reaſons before the next General Court, or an ex- 
traordinary Court to be called for that Purpoſe, for 
the Court to act therein as they ſhall ſee meet; and 
may make fuch particular Rules as regard their 
own Meetings and Conduct, providing they be not 
contradictory to any general Rule or Order. That 
the ſaid Committee meet the firſt Tre/day after 
their Appointment and chuſe a Chairman, who 
ſhall preſide during the Quarter ; that every other 
Governor who attends ſhall have a Vote (excepting
